Mr, Fred Berger, Director of the Virgin Islands Information 
Office has asked us to give you the information concerning 
the design of the Semi-centennial Medallion, 


We had these Medallions made in Germany in 1967, The raw 
material used in this coin is a zinc casting, It is an alloy 
which is of zinc with some other small ingredients which are 
approximately as follows: 


Aluminum hg 

Copper 10% max, 
Magnesium 0925 = 05 
Iron O75 max, 
Lead ~OO4 max, 
Cadmium 003 max, 


The balance is pure zinc, 

After casting tho coin undergoes certain buffing and polish-= 

ing processes before being put through certain chemical processes 
to achieve the antique look, The coins most recently supplied 
were lacquered, The first shipments were not, ‘The lacquering 
process was a later development, 

Approximately 4,650 coins were made,
